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Dutch state to pay historic 
Srebrenica compensation 



THE HAGUE (AFF^ - The 
Dutch gDvemiiient sad yester¬ 
day it would pay 20,000 euros 
to relatives of tliree Bosnian 
Muslim men murdered after 
peacekeepers expelled them 
from a UN compound at Sre¬ 
brenica m 1995. 

Tlie announcement fol¬ 
lows a Dutch court's land¬ 
mark ruling last year that the 
state was liable for the 
deaths, the fiirst time a go¬ 
vernment has been held re¬ 
sponsible for the actions of 
peacekeepers operating under 
a United Nations mandate. 

■We deeply regret what 
happened to them and their 
family members and we hope 
til at this can help tliem to¬ 


wards dealing with tlieir loss/ 
defence ministry spokesman 
Klaas Meijer told AFP 

Tlie compensation is for 
the psychological damage 
suffered by tlie four relatives 
of the three dead men, with 
another possible sum to be 
awarded for "material' dam¬ 
age, such as loss of earnings, 
because of die killmgs, Mei¬ 
jer said 

Tlieir lawyer, Liesbetb 
Zegveld, slammed tliepayout 
amiouncement as "disrespect¬ 
ful" because the Dutch gov- 
srnmenl had never sought to 
di scuss the compensalian 
iiVitli the relatives. 

Zegveld said the families 
had not yet decided whetlier 


they would persue furtlier lit¬ 
igation over Dutch involve¬ 
ment in tlie worst massacre in 
Europe since World War II. 

Almost Sl,DDO Muslim 
men and boys were slaugh¬ 
tered by troops commanded 
by Bosnian Serb general 
Ratko Mladic, who blushed 
aside lightly Eirmed Dutch 
peacekeepers Eaid overran the 
supposedly safe enclave in 
July 1995, dunng Bosnia's 
brutal three-year civil war. 

Rights group Amnesty In¬ 
ternational hailed the ruling 
last year as 'tlie first time an 
individual government has 
been held to account for the 
conduct of its peacekeeping 
troop s under a UN mandate'.

Colombian police seize 7 tons of cocaine 
bound for the Netherlands 



BOGOTA -- Colombia's Na¬ 
tional Police confrscated 
seven tons of cocaine bound 
for the Netherlands at the 
Caribbean port of Cartagena, 
in what officials described as 
the tliird-biggest seizure of 
that drug in the past 13 years. 

Defense Minister Juan 
Carlos Pinzon, in remarks 
Wednesday to reporters, de¬ 
scribed the blow against 
drug-trafficking gangs as an 
■Instoric seizure" and attrib¬ 
uted it to "exceptional" intel¬ 
ligence work. 

Tlie drugs were bound for 
the Dutch port of Rotterdam 
and were luddsn inside a coii- 
tamsr supposedly filled with 
pineapple pulp, according to 
the initial investigation 

No arrests were an¬ 
nounced and authonties are 
trying to determine the osi¬ 
ers of tile huge sliipmeiil. 

Tlie drugs were seized 


Tuesday hut authorities 
waited until after they w'ere 
weighed to make the an¬ 
nouncement. 

Authonties confiscated 
two tons of cocaine two 
weeks ago at the Caribbean 
port of Santa Marta, while 
police made another two-ton 
seizure of that same drug a 


few days ago in Buenaven¬ 
tura, Colombia's mam Pacific 
port. 

Police seized 10.5 tons of 
cocaine in 2 DOS at the 
Caribbean port of Barran- 
tjmlla, located between the 
cities 0 f Cartagena and Santa 
Marta.

ORANJESTAD - Island ac¬ 
ademics and Ihc public had 
the rare opportunity to enjoy 
a dDcumentary by Sunn am e 
filmmaker now living in Hol- 
land, Cindy Kerseborn, on 
the life and impact of a giant 
of literature from Curacao, 
Frank Martinus Anon. Her 
film, 'Yu di Korsou," exam¬ 
ining tlie life of Frank Efraim 
Martinus, who wrote under 
the name of Anon, was 
shown at the Cas di Cultuia 
on Wednesday evening, Apnl 
9, with an opening addresses 
by noted literary histonan Dr 
Wim Rutgers, whose pnnci- 
pal field of study is die writ¬ 
ers of the Dutch Canbbean, 
and local linguist and literary 
scholar E>r Mirto Lade. 

The region has spawned 
some great, inlemationally 
recognized literally aitists, 
among whom Frank Martmus 
Anon was one of the most 
controversial and widely ad¬ 
mired As a po et and novelist, 
he was a language advocate, 
founding the first school in 
Curacao teaching in the wide 
V an ety of native languages of 
those attending, rather tlian 
the official language of 
EXitch He IS Head of the Cu¬ 
rasao Language Institute that 
promotes tlie use of the Papi- 
amento language. 

Among Ins most famous 
works are his PhD disserta¬ 
tion, "The Kiss of a Slave," 
explonng the West Afirican 
connections of Papiamento, 
under his own name. Though 
he has published hundreds of 
poems, winchparticularly m- 
spired Filmmaker Kerseborn, 
Anon rs best know for his 
prose works, "The Last Free¬ 
dom," and vdiatis considered 
his magnum opus,. "Dubbel- 
spek," or "Double Play"* pub¬ 
lished in 1973, and translated 


and published in English and 
Papiamento, It was awarded 
the Van der Hoogt Pnze for 
literature, and was repnnted 
again a few years ago as a se¬ 
lection in the "Holland 
Reads* program. 

“■Yu di Korsou,' is the 
second in a tnlogy of docu¬ 
ment an es planned by Kerse- 
bom, examining the great 
writers of the E>utch 
Canbbean, whose works are 
still relevant and Ihought-pro- 
vokiiig generations after they 
were first published. Tlie first 
film, "I Will Die for Your 
Head,“ an examination of the 
life and works of IDutch/Sun- 
namese wnter Edgar Cairo, 
premiered internationally at 
the University of California, 
Berkeley, in 3011. 

During an exclusive inter¬ 
view for THE MORNING 
NEWS, Kerseboom spoke of 
her inspiration for her tnlogy, 
the exlularating expenence of 
meeting an icomc figure such 
as Arion, and what she 
learned wlule producing and 
directing her film. 

Compared to the emotion¬ 
ally charged nature of his 
work, Kerseborn admits she 
found Anon's ' gentle kind¬ 
ness and being a devoted hus¬ 
band and father,'" as 
unexpected. 'He is just like 
an orange, you have to peel 
away the outer skin to dis¬ 
cover the heart. People may 
think, judging by his work 
and appearance that he is a 
tough, fiery revolutionary, 
but really tliat is not him at all 
in person ' 

The subject matter of his 
books, particularly '"Double 
Play," realistically demon¬ 
strated the regional attitude of 
machismo, with masculimty 
equated with aggressive, 
often rude behavior. In truth. 


the work disturbed many of 
In s fell Q'w i si and ers in its p or- 
trayal of these altitudes and 
behaviors, being a subtle crit¬ 
icism of how counter-produc¬ 
tive they are to progressing 
and elevating tlie people of 
the region, Kerseborn feels 
that tins need to dominate 
and oppress as an expression 
of being truly masculine is 
not only an element of the re¬ 
gional personality, but found 
everywhere around the 
world. 

"Even though he is best 
known for Ins prose,' ex¬ 
plained Kerseborn, 'I partic¬ 
ularly prefer his p oems. Tliey 
held up a min'or to not only 
the people of his island, but 
also the Dutch. I find Ins ob¬ 
servances of people he met 
wherever he traveled very as¬ 
tute and insightful. Tlie gen¬ 
eral reading public are most 
aware of his novels, and not 
well acquainted with his hun¬ 
dreds of fine works of poetry, 
which are in Dutch and Papi¬ 
amento. He was equally elo¬ 
quent in bo til languages, and 
English as well. Due of his 
most important books of po¬ 
etry is 'Stemmen UitAfiika"- 
"Voices of Afihca *' It was 
published in 1953. It is so 
emotional and deep, you have 
to read it several limes to 
truly glean all tlie nuances of 
his work."

Anon's poetry, like his 
prose, was cntical of many of 
the things that comprised life 
111 Curacao and tlie Dutch An¬ 
tilles, often evoking the ire of 
his community, such as when 
he pul a spotlight on Shell Dil 
and their practices, as the 
company is an important pil¬ 
lar of the Curacao economy. 

Drgamzers of the Aruba 
sere emu g of "Yu di Korsou," 
report they are very pleased 
with the response and atten¬ 
dance. Cindy Kerseborn re¬ 
ceived a standing ovation for 
her work. Her mission is to 
see It make the rounds of im¬ 
portant film festivals with 
English subtitles, so all audi¬ 
ence can appreciate the 
works of tlus gifted regional 
author.

"At this stage of the 
process, I would tliink twice 
about it" he said, when asked 
whether he would give the 
order to take down tlie FAF^.C 
cluef 'We more or less know 
where Timochenko is," he 
added. 

He said he had approved 
the 2011 air attack that killed 


Alfonso Cano, at that lime 
the rebel group's top leader. 

Santos' government had 
already begun exploratory 
contacts with the FARC 
about a peace process when 
the slnke was launched But 
the Colombian president said 
"conditions were different" 

"It fell to me to make that 
decision about Alfonso Cano, 
a very difhcult decision. But 
I'm not going to say I would 
or wouldn't take this deci¬ 
sion' regarding Timochenko, 
he said. 

As a former defense nun- 
ister and later as president. 
Santos also directed opera¬ 
tions that killed other high- 
ranking guemll a chiefs, 
including P^aul Reyes in 2DOS 
and Jorge Briceno 'Mono 
Jojoy' in 2Q10.

Putin threatens gas shutdown amid 
Ukraine standoff 


DONETSK (AFP) - Russian 
President Vladimir Putin 
threatened yesterday to cut 
□ EE Ukraine's gas unless Eu¬ 
rope drummed up the cash to 
cover its debts and ensure its 
own supplies in a flaring 
standoff over the splintered 
ex-Soviet state. 

Tlie veteran strongman's 
most direct warning about 
deliveries on wluch EU na¬ 
tions' economies depend 
catne with the Ukraine facmg 
anew secession crisis follow¬ 
ing its loss of Cnmea and re¬ 
lations between Moscow and 
th e We St plumbing new p o st- 
Cold War lows. 

Ukraine's embattled lead¬ 
ers tned to keep what was left 
of their nation of 46 million 
people whole by vowing to 
amnesty pro-Pmssian sepa¬ 
ratists occupying eastern state 
buildings if they laid down 
their arms and halted a four- 
day seige. 

Tlie militants' demand to 
join Pm SSI a has added extra 
urgency to the first round of 
direct talks that EU and US 
diplomats have managed to 


convince both Moscow and 
Kiev to attend m either 
Geneva or Vienna on Apnl 17. 

But Putm did not cjip ear to 
be in a conciliatory mood as 
he dispatched a note to IS EU 
nations warning that his en- 
ergy-nch country was tired of 
accruing debts from a West¬ 
ern-backed leaderslup in Kiev 
whose legitima'cy it did not 
recogmse m the first place. 

A copy of tlie letter dis¬ 
tributed by the Kremlin 
showed Putin warning that 
Russia's state gas fimi 
Gazprom would be "com¬ 
pelled to switch over to ad¬ 
vance payment for gas 
deliveries, and in the event of 
further violation of the condi¬ 
tions of payment, (to) com¬ 
pletely or partially cease gas 
delivenes" if Ukraine failed 
to settle a $2.2-billion (1.6- 
bilhon-euro) debt. 

Putin added tliat" Russia is 
prepared to participate in the 
effort to stabilise and restore 
Ukraine's economy" but only 
on "equal terms" with the Eu¬ 
ropean Umon. 

About 13 percent of the 


gas consumed by the bloc's 
23 countries transits through 
Ukraine -- a Russian neigh¬ 
bour whose two previous 
supply interruptions in 2006 
and 2009 also came dunng 
efforts to build closer EU ties. 

Tlie threat of a Russian 
gas cutoEEis a worry for Eu¬ 
rope and alonger-tenn prob¬ 
lem for cash-strapped the 
Ukraine. 

But the team tliat toppled 
Kremlin-backed president 
Viktor Yanukovych in Febru¬ 
ary is more immediately anx¬ 
ious about regions where the 
ousted leader held sway 
breaking Bfway to join Russia. 

A group of armed as¬ 
sailants who stomied tlie state 
security building in the east¬ 
ern city of Lugansk and the 
seat of government m nearby 
Donetsk want to hold inde¬ 
pendence referendums like 
the one that led to Cnmea's 
amiexation last month.

GENEVA (AFP) - Kiev on 
Timrsday charged that Paiss-

Tills could however only 
be done, it said, once Kiev 
regained "conti'ol of the terri¬ 
tory currently occupied by 
the aggressor," Russia 

The Ukrainian delegation, 
whose comments came as 
Moscow stepped up the ten¬ 
sions Tliursday wnth tlireats 
of cutting off its supply of 
natural gas to the country, 
also accused Russian troops 
of seising a stockpile of 
mines from a Ukrainian mil¬ 
itary depot in Crimea. 

The OZM-4 cast iron frag¬ 
menting mines, which do not 
have self-destruct mecha¬ 
nisms, had been stored by the 
Ukrainian military for train¬ 
ing in mine detection and 
clearance, tlie delegation 
said. 

The mines now "appeared 
to be out of die legal frame¬ 
work of the Ottawa Treaty,"

Ukraine is also scheduled to 
address the meeting on Fri¬ 
day to explain why it has 
missed its deadline to destroy 
its stockpiles of anti-person¬ 
nel mines. 
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Dutch school tries to block hidden 
camera bullying footage 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - A 
rXitch school is going to 
court to stop a television 
channel showing hidden- 
camera footage shot by a vic¬ 
tim of bullying using 
equipment supplied by the 
broadcaster. 

A national furore has bro¬ 
ken out over the programme 
witli tlie privacy-sensitive 
country divided over the 
ethics of secretly filming 
children at school. 

"We are going to court," 
Peter Smit, spokesman for 
Rotterdam's Einstein Lyceum 
high school, told AFP on 
Thursday. 

The school said they were 
taking legal action against 
RTL5 after tlie private station 
reftised to axe tlie episode of 
"Project P: Stop het pesten" 
(Project P: Stop the bullying). 
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produced by Dutch company 
Skyhigh. 

"Video recordings made 
with a hidden camera within 
the confines of the safe envi¬ 
ronment of school IS unac¬ 
ceptable,"' it said in a 
statement. 

The school accuses PTL5 
of making tlie programme -- 
due to be shown on April 23 
— for sensationalist reasons 
and violating tlie right to pri¬ 
vacy of the bullies, all minors 
between the ages o f 11 to 13. 

The channel says tlie iden¬ 
tities of tlie bullies ai'e not re¬ 
vealed in tlie series. 

"In Project P we treat the 
hidden images with integrity 
and responsibility," RTLsaid 
in a statement. 

"Tlie bullies caniiDl be 
recognised. Tlie programme's 
aim is to show viewers what 
a bullied child has to endure 
without stigmatising any per¬ 
son," It added. 

A total of four schools 
were filmed, and Einstein is 
the only one to object to 
footage being shown, PvTL5 
said. 


All the schools had the 
nglit to ask for some footage 
not to be shown, but were 
only told tlisir establisliments 
had been secretly filmed after 
tlie fact. 

At Einstein, the unnamed 
bullying victim spent three 
weeks secretly filming phys¬ 
ical and mental abuse at 
school before the producers 
confronted teachers and 
pupils with the footage. 

Einstein says the produc¬ 
ers then barricaded a bicycle 
path near the school with a 
giant television screen, forc¬ 
ing pupils to dismount and 
watch footage of tlie bully¬ 
ing 

Tlie cluldreii 'felt forced to 
share hugs and high-frves" 
with tlie bullying victim, the 
school said in a statement. 

PLTLS denied forcing clul- 
dren to do any tiling. 

Bullying is a common 
problem in Dutch schools, 
witli an oiihiie survey in 2D 12 
finding that 12 percent of 
90,ODD children questioned 
had been victims of senous 
bullying.

GENEVA (AFP) - The World 
Health Organizatian called 
Wednesday for a dramatic in¬ 
crease in screening and ti'eat- 
ment of hepatitis C, saying 
higher demand would help 
diive down the cast of drugs 
far the disease. 

Most af the 1S5 million 
people chronically infected 
with the liver disease world¬ 
wide do not know the>f have it 
due to lack of screening, and 
many oftliose who da cannot 
access treatment due ta the 
higli cost, tlie UN agency said. 

Some 350,000 people die 
afhepatitis C-relaledhver dis¬ 
eases annually, and as many as 
four millian people become 
infected each year, according 
to the WHO, which on 
Wednesday released its first- 
ever guidelmes on fighting the 
disease. 

Hepatitis C is caused by a 
virus tliat can be transnutted 
through sharing needles, get¬ 
ting contaminated blood trans- 
fiisions or havmg sex with an 
infected person. 

There is no vaccme for the 
disease, but new antiviral 
treatments Itke Gilead Sci¬ 
ences' Sofosbuvir, recently ap¬ 
proved in the United States 
and tlie European Union, have 
b een shown to icure more tlian 
9 0 p ere ent a f tlia se treat ed, up 
fi'am between 50 and 60 per¬ 
cent far the previous genera¬ 
tion of drugs 

But with a price tag of 
$S4,DO0 for a 12-week treat¬ 
ment of Safosbuvir m the 
United States — or about 
$ 1,0QD a tablet — few can af¬ 
ford It, WHO expert Peter 
Beyer said. 


Jap an to use the Palipendone 
Palmitate medication with 
great care even tliough it was 
not know whether it had 
caused the deaths. 

Tlie drug, brand-named 
Xeplion, is estimated to have 
been used by 10,700 people 
sine e it was rel e as ed in J ap an

Tlie causes of the 17 
deaths included cardiac in¬ 
farction, pulmonary em¬ 
bolism and suffocation due 
to inhalation of vomit. 

In many cases the deaths 
occured about 40 days after 


injections of the drug. 

Tlie notice advised doctors 
to "fully understand that the 
substance remains in the 
body for at least four months 
after being injected" and to 
stay alert for any side-effects. 

It also asked them to re- 
firain from using the medi¬ 
cine with other 

anti-psychotic drugs because 
the "effectiveness and safety" 
of such a combined applica¬ 
tion had not been estab¬ 
lished. 

The use of Xeplion has 
been approved in 7S coim- 
tnes and areas of the world 
as of June 2013, the com¬ 
pany has said. 


Fake drugs labelled as 
Chinese tea: 
France in record haul 



PARIS (AFP) -Frefich customs have confiscated mil¬ 
lions of counterfeit drugs imported Itom China in what 
they described as the biggest seizure of its kind within 
the European Union. A total of 2.4 million doses of drugs 
for ailments including diarrhoea, headaches and erectile 
dysfunction were seized at the end of February in the 
port of Le Havre in boxes labelled as containing Chinese 
tea, customs officials said Thursday. "Some of the drugs 
contain no active ingredient, which constitutes outright 
cheating of consumes," a statement from the customs 
executive said. "0th^s have different levels of the actJve 
ingredient compared to the authentic drug which means 
they could represent a serious health risk for patients 
taking them." According to French customs, the previ¬ 
ous record seizure in the EU was for 1.2 million doses 
of counterfeit aspiiln, also made at Le Havre in Nor¬ 
mandy, in May 281S. The problem of counterfeit drug 
production in China was highlighted last year when the 
country's authorities launched a crackdown which led 
to 1,300 arrests in December and the closure of dozens 
of unauthorised online pharmacies.

Dropbox out to be a home in the 
Internet 'cloud' 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
ancient piece of papyrus that 
contains a mention of Jesus' 
wife IS not a forgery, accord¬ 
ing to a scientific analysis of 
tlie controversial text, US re¬ 
searchers said Tliursday. 

Tlie fragment IS believed 
to have come from Egypt and 
contains writing in tlie Coptic 
language that says, "Jesus 
said to them, 'My wife..." 
Ana th er p art read s: " Sh e will 
be able to be my disciple." 

Its discovery in 201] 
caused a stir. Since Chnstian 
tradition has long held that 
Jesus was not mamed, it re¬ 
newed long-running debates 
over celibacy and the role of 
women in the church. 

Tlie Vatican's newspaper 
declared it a fake, along with 
other scholars who doubted 
its authenticity based on its 
poor grammar, blurred text 
and uncertain origin. 

Never before has a gospel 
referred to Jesus being mar- 
ned, or having women as dis¬ 
ciples. 

But a new scientific analy¬ 
sis of the papyrus and the ink, 
as well as the handwriting 
and grammar, show that the 
document IS ancient. 

"No evidence of modem 
fabrication ("forgery") was 
found," the Harvard Divinity 
School said in a statement. 


Hie palm-sized fragment 
likely dates to between the 
sixth and mntli centiunes, and 
could have been written as 
early as the second century 
CE (cDinmon era), said the 
study results published in tlie 
Harvard Tlieological Review 

Radiocarbon dating of the 
papyrus and a study of the 
ink using Micro-Fi.aman 
spectroscopy was done by 
experts at Columbia Univer¬ 
sity, Harvard University and 
tlie Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

"The team concluded the 
papyms' chemical composi¬ 
tion and patterns of oxidation 
are consistent with old pa¬ 
pyrus by companng tlie GJW 
(Gospel of Jesus'Wife) frag¬ 
ment with a fragment of the 
Gospel of John," said the 
study.

Solar Impulse 2 is the successor of the original plane of the 
same name, which last year completed a trip across the 
United States without using a drop of fuel. Solar Impulse 2 
is a bigger, better version of its predecessor, he said, reef¬ 
ing off the new aircraft's statistics.

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MF’s Lagarde: ’bold action needed’ 
for global economy 


WASHINGTON (AFP) -The 
global economy has picked 
up but bold action is needed 
to surmount senous dangers 
and deliver the benefits more 
evenly; Internatianal Mone¬ 
tary Fund managing Director 
ChnStine Lagarde said yes¬ 
terday. 

Lagarde said the Ukraine 
crisis, slower growth in 
emerging economies, the 
tlireat of deflation in tlie eu¬ 
rozone, financial sector vul¬ 
nerabilities m tlietwo leading 
economies and market turbu¬ 
lence generally are serious 
hurdles to extending the 
global recovery. 

Spelling out the policy 
challenges for the world's 
economic policy-makers at 
the start of tlie annual IMF 
and World Bank sprmg meet¬ 
ings, Lagarde said deter¬ 
mined efforts were needed to 
strengthen growth, after a 
■subdued" rebound from the 
economic crisis. 

"The global economy is 
turning the comer, but tlie re¬ 
covery IS still too weak and 
too slow Bold actions are 
needed," she said 

" For some, despite the fact 
that growth is strengthening, 
they're not feeling it We still 
have 2DD million people un¬ 
employed." 


Tlie IMF laid out a de¬ 
tailed policy agenda for its 
meetings with finance minis¬ 
ters and central bank chiefs 
from around the world, winch 
highlights the need for vigi¬ 
lance m countnes at sill points 
on the economic cycle 

Advanced economies 
need to be sure not to mis¬ 
handle the shift fi'om easy- 
moiiey regimes set during the 
financial crisis, and tlie Fund 
warns that tightening too fast 
could derail their recovery 
and hurt gr owill in o ther 
countnes. 

China needs to deftly han¬ 
dle its non-banking credit 
bubble, and the United States 
needs to address new risks in 
corporate debt, margin lend¬ 
ing and leveraged finance, 
the IMF warns, 

Japan needs to push 
llirough on tlie "third arrow" 
of its turnaround -- structural 
refomis — while emerging 
markets must themselves 
redo policies to adjust to a 
world of tighter capital. 

Lagarde reiterated tlie 
IMF's advice to the European 
Central Bank, urging it to 
qiuckly embark on operations 
Id fend off deflation which 
could reverse Europe's recov¬ 
ery. 

While saying tlie fund re¬ 


spects the ECB's judgement, 
she urged it to act 'sooner 
rather tlian later" 

Both the IMF and the 
World Banl^ stressed that the 
Ukraine cnsis could also 
damage the world's econo line 
prospects^ as both bodies 
marshall billions o f dollars to 
prop up Kiev's finances after 
the ouster or pro-Moscow 
president Viktor Yanukovich 
in February 

The IMF has forecast 
global growth at percent 
this year, and 3.9 percent next 
year. But Lagarde noted that 
the G20 itself 111 February ob¬ 
served that v;dtli the nght 
policies andfiieright cooper- 
ati 011 b etwe en c o imtri es, 
growth could be higher by 
two percentage points over 
the next half-decade. 

"That is file kind a f gro wfii 
trajectory fiiat would help 
create jobs," she said. 

In response, Nicolas 
Mombnal, of file anti-poverty 
group Qxfam, said the IMF 
needs a plan that would ad¬ 
dress another part of the pic¬ 
ture, inequality. 

"Tliere's no trade-off be¬ 
tween growth and inequality.
